DEMOCRATS WILL NOT ALLOW It 


War May Come, but the Party Will 
Defend the President. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT AT THE CAPITAL 


The Wildest Rumors Are Afloat, but It Is 
Not Believed There Has Been Any 
Clash Between Troops. 


Washington, January 8.—(Special.)—There 
has been great excitement about Washing- 
ton today over the various rumors in re- 
gard to the Hawaiian matter. One of the 
most startling rumors was to the effect 
that American troops had been landed in 
Hawaii and that there was fighting and 
bloodshed. Anothet rumor was to tie ef- 
fect that President Dole had returned to 
Minister Willis his papers and refused to 
further recognize him as representative of 
the United States government. This rumor 
further said that Minister Willis had gone 
aboard the Amer.can man of wa! in the 
harbor of Honolulu. 

1 have it, however, on reliable authority 
from the state department, that all the 
news they have received is that the queen 
had agreed to accept the conditions of 
Minister Willis and grant amnesty to all 
persons connected with the provisional 
government, provided the United States 
restore hér. Minister Willis then called 


upon the Dole provisional government to re- — 


tire and allow the restoration of the queen. 
President Dole peremptorily refused. Fur- 
ther than this the state department had no 
official information today. It may. be that 
the stories that Minister Willis had been 
given his passports by Presideht Do.e and 
that he is now on board of the Philadelphia 
was correct. It also may be true that there 
has been fighting in which the United 
States marine were engaged. 

The truth of the matter is, the situation 
is embarrassing to the administration, It 
is undoubtedly in a deep hole and it is going 
to be difficult to get out. The republicans 
are talking seriously of making an effort 
to impeach the president. Of course that 
will not happen. The president will be 
protected by the democratic majority in 
both houses of congress. But there will 
no longer be an effort on the part of the 
democrats to suppress a full discyvssion of 
the matter. The situation is such now that 
congress wil. be forced to act. But what 
will be done nobody can tell until full and 
definite information is received from Ha- 
Waii. 

« Growing More Serious Datty.- 

In the senatéythis morning the Hawaiian 

matter came up and Mr. Hoar made 4 


speech on his resolutién to find out from. 
what fund Mr. Blount had been paid. Mri. 


Hoar’s resolution; after much discussion 
on it, was finally referred to the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs. Senator Turpie, of 
Indiana, introduced a resolution declaring 
that any intervention in the political affairs 
of Hawaii by-a‘foreign government would 
be regarded as an act unfriendly to the 
United States government. This resolution 
wil be discussed tomorrow and there will 
probably be a very lively discussion over it, 
It is simply a resolution to carry out the 
Monroe doctrine. Both parties are advo- 
cates of that. 

The Hawaiian affair may yet involve us in 
war with some foreign power. In ite start 
it was a very smail affair, but it has grown 
in magnitude till it has become a very 
dense and dark cloud. 

Praising the Speaker. 

The New York and Washington papers all 
have editorials today commending Speaker 
Crisp’s course in having absent 
democrats arrested and brought to 
Washington. - They praise the speak- 
er very highiy for his firm and de- 
termined aetion in the matter. Speaker 
Crisp is demonstrating that he intends to 
make this a strictly business house.

The judiciary committee of the senate 
has, at last, agreed to report upon the 
Hornblower case, and tomorrow it will make

All the republicans except Senators 
Hoar and Platt, of the committee, were op- 
posea to his confirmation.

The report practical- 
ly means that Hornblower will be turned 
down and the president will have to make 
another nomination. ™ 

Colonel James H. Blount, ex-minister to 
Hawaii, arrived tonight. Mr. Blount has 
been called to Washington to oonsult with 
representatives of the state department. 

A Quorum at Last. 

The drag nets of the deputy sergeant-at- 
arms, sent out Saturday to arrest absent 
members, caught thirty derelict congfessmen 
and hauled them into Washington this morn- 
ing. A number of others came without hav- 
ing to be arresed, In consequence, when tthy 
met this morning there was a very full at- 
tendance and many more than a democratic 
quorum was present. A quorum being pres- 
ent the wheeis of legislation have again 
commenced to grind and the grist that is 
to feed the country and fatten the people 
who have been starving from neglect, will 
soon ftiow from the hopper. This its due 
to the firmness and determination of Speak- 
er Crisp. He was determined to have the 
tariff debate opened and the question settied 
av the earliest practical moment. The house 
and the country both admire him the more 
for it. 

The tariff debate actually opened in the 
house today and Mr. Wilson, chairman of 
the ways and means committee, fired the 
first big gun of the great debate. His speech 
Was a grand effort, a thorough explanation 
and defense of the bill which he has report- 
ed from the ways and means committee. 

Since the silver discussion there has not 
been such #& interesting and exciting ses- 
sion of the house. At the outset Mr, Bou- 
telle made himself conspicuous. He again 
insisted upon taking up his resolution cen- 
suring the president, declaring that the 
speaker had tranarressed the dignity of the 
house in preferring the report of the com- 
mittee on rules to his own privileged motion. 
Speaker Crisp accorded Mr. Boutelle every 
liberty. He allowed him to talk at length, 
but finally ruled his motion out of order and 
refused to put fit on the ground that while 
a motion to amend the rules of the house 
was before the house no other motion save 
one to adjourn was in order.

Tom Reed tried to argue the speaker out 
of his ruling, but failed. Then Boutelle 
bobbed up again like a Jack from the box 
and appealed. The speaker refused to en- 
tertain his appeal, as he had not enter- 
tained his motion, Boutelle persisted, and. 
made much noise. He declared that the 
speaker was usurpitig his power, and that 
the speaker’s action was not only equaled 
by the ‘usurping on the part of the ex- 
ecutive. To this the speaker made no re- 
ply, but ordered the gentleman from Maine 
to take his seat. BoutelHe said he would 
do so, but continued to talk. The speaker 
repeated the order that he should take hit 
seat. Mr. Boutelle replied that he would 
do so, but under duress. Boutelle still con- 
tinued to talk, and the speaker ordered the 
sergeant-at-arms to request him to take 
his seat. Mr. Boutelle then did so, but 
continued te.-talk, while the democrats 
cheered and laughed at him. Then the 
speaker put the question on ordering the 
previous question on the order from the 
committee providing for the opening of the 
tariff debate. It was adopted. 

Fifteen minutes’ debate then being al- 
lowed on one side, Mr. Catchings, of Missis- 
sippi, spoke in favor of the resolution, and 
Tom Reed delivered one of his usual bright 
and s&£reastic speeches—against it. Mr. 
Wilson also had a few words to say. The 
order was then agreed to by 184 yeas and 
6 nays. Then the tariff question was laid 
before the house, and Mr. Wilson, of West 
Virginia, occupied the remainder of the 
session in the opening speech of the debate. 
At 5 o’clock the nouse took a recess, and 
general debate was continued tonight. There 
will be four more days of general debate, 
and then twelve days of debate under the 
five-minute rule when amendments are in 
order. Then the final vote on the pagsage 
o1 the bill will be taken. The indications 
now are that it will go through the hoiise 
practically without an amendment, and be- 
fore the senate several days before the ist 
of February.

Judge Simonton Refuses to Dismiss 
the Cases Against the Constables. 
Charleston, 8S. C., January 8.—(Special.)— 

In the United States court today Judge Si- 
monton refused the motion made by the 
attorney general of the state: to dismiss 
the order of arrest issued against four of 
the whisky constabulary in the Cantini 
case. 

When the case first came up the state 
did not appear, but subsequently the attor- 
ney general made and arguéd a motion to 
dismiss the complaint and set aside the 
order of arrest. This motion was denied by 
Judge Simonton. The four constables have 
not yet been arrested and held to bail. The 
court states that this was done with its 
approval, but today the marshal was or- 
dered to proceed to execute the order of 
arrest.

“The world’s fair is on fire!’’ was the cry, 
and few indeed of the fascinated watehei4 
from the train windows alighted until the 
famous terminal at the exposition grounds 
was reached. The last half mile of 
journey was directly east to the fair, so 
that all view of the blazing pleasure house 
of the world was shut off for a time com- 
pletely. Directly past the scene of the 
frightful fire of the cold storage warehouse, 
where scores of firemen lost their lives 
during ‘the fair, hundreds of spectators 
hurried from the train into the celebrated 
-e@urt af honor. There, suddenly, the con- 
‘flagration care mcto view. Whirlwinds of 
i blazing embers were being carried from the 
jend of the court of honor furthest from 
the administration building, high over the 
‘mammoth roof of the liberal arts building, 
the largest structure on earth. The great 
‘golden statue of the republic could be seen 
eap defiantly .aloft 


Fall of the Peristyle. 

The fire had been burning less than an 
hour when a thunderous crash of falling 
timber and a tremendous shout from the 
crowd announced the collapse of 


A moment later another terrific yell from 
the crowd told that the liberal arts building 
had caught fire and that the whole exposi- 

was threatened. 
|, #& dramatic incident marked the destruc- 
tion of the peristyle. 
bearing a group of firemen fell with the 
columns and one of: the heroes went down 
to death, while a numebr of others suffered 
injuries more or less severe. 

The sky was livid, brilliant at this time 
many of whicb fell 
showering the roofs 
of the art palace, women’s building and che 
various state structures with fire. 
train and street car added momentarily 
thousands to the throngs of people, and but 
for the terrifying spectacle and the danger 
to life and propérty it seemed as if the 
greatest gala night of all at the world’s 
fair was on in all its glory. 

Where the Fire Started. 

The fire started in, the. Casino, just east 
of the agricultural building and south of 
the peristyle. The Casino was quickly de- 
| voured, and the flames surged north on top 
of the peristyle and dropping made a second 
line of fire along the base of the columns. 
The flames then sprang through the music 
hall, which corresponds at the north end of 
the peristyle to the Casino at the south. 
While the fire was burning, there was one 
of the most singular and fascinating sights 
of the night. Along the top of the peristyle 
were scores of statues. 
those people fortunate enough to be on the 
moving sidewalk just east of the peristyle, 
was that of a succession of gigantic human

driven by the police westward over the 
bridges from the lake and lined twp in a 
solid mass against the electricity building.

Liberal Arts Building Destroyed. 

The fire boats and engines on the lake side 
had by this time subdued the flames in the 
ashes of the peris.yle and in the lower col- 
onnade of the southeast side of the liberal 
arts building, and hopes were raised that 
the fire had been subdued, but shortly after 
11:15 o’clock p. m. the flames got beyond 
control way up on the top promenade of 
the liberal arts building, and the main aisle 
of the building. was a mass of flames, aris- 
ing from the blazing brands which came 


Extraordinary Vicws. 


Remorsely_ the fire was hurling itself 
through the big iron arches, 
wound—boaconstrictor 
around the mammoth electric light coronas, 
suspended from the roof. Below these fear- 
ful circles of iron, likely to drop at any mo- 
ment, even the hardiest would not venture 
within a hundred feet. Frantic horses, with 
heavily loaded trucks, were plunging 
through the aisles, encumbered with wreck- 
age or drenched with the falling cataracts 
of water, most of which fell far short of 
the topmost flames.

All of the American ex- 
hibits had long ago been removed, but the 
formalities of the custom house had de- 
ta‘rel the goods of the fore::;saers. Cuper- 
intendent Graham, of the manufactures 
building, said it would be weeks before a 
schedule of the damages could be prepared. 

“Tt can hardly be overestimated,” said Mr. 
G.aham., “It is an awful s:-crifice of 
wealth. I have feared this since ever since 
the fair closed and now it is worse than I 
ever dreamed.” 4 

All through the great structure frantic 
exi Litors rushed, seexiig the safety 
of their goods, “Our hands are tied,”’ said 
one. “We cannot remove our wires from 
the building. We must stand idiy by and 
see them burn. We can do nothing.” 

: Work of tue Firemen. 

The fire department fought with energy 
and skill, but the conditions were all 
against success. A fierce wind came over 
the lake, flinging fiery embers everywhere 
and fanning the flames into fierce life with 
every moment. Huge billows of flame roll- 
ed northward over the great glass roof, 
being manfully combated by the men upon 
the roof, who were handicapped, however, 
by the lack of water.

Georgia’s Congressmen Want 
Headqwurters to Come Here. ~ — 

Washington, ‘January .8.—(Special,—All 
the Georgia congressmen read with a great 
deal of interest today The Constitutian’s. ar- 
ticle on the establishment of a department 
of the army to be known as the “‘de- 
partment of the south,” at Atlanta. They 
think the south is entitled to a @»partment, 
and each and every one of them will use his 
influence with the secretary of war to have 
a department established for the 
southern states with headquarters 
at Atlanta. The secretary. of war 
now has the matter under. ad- 
vice, and is looking upon it with some de- 
gree of favor. Tomorrdw several members 
of the Georgia delegation will call upon 
him and urge early action in the matter. 
Senator Gordon said today that he was 
particularly interested in this matter. He 
‘bélieved that the south Atlantic and gulf 
states should have an army department un- 
der the command of a general whose head- 
quarters should be in one of the southern 
states. He says Atlanta is the best and 
most centrally located point for such a 
department, and he will urge upon Secretary 
Lamont to establish this branch of the army 
at Atlanta. Senator Gordon is very enthu- 
siastic in the matter, and will do ali in 
bis power at once. 

Senator Colquitt will also call upon the 
sectétary of war and urge action. Speaker 
Crisp has already broached the matter to 
Secretary Lamont. and is now urging his 
action in the matter. Indeed it was Speaker 
Crisp who first urged this upon Secretary 
Lamont, and the secretary has promised to 
take the matter under advisement.* He finus 
that it would be to the best interest of the 
army to establish such a department. 
Speaker Crisp will call upon him and again 
urge action. 

Of all the members, however, Colonel Liv- 
ingston is probably the most enthusiastic. 
He will see Secretary Lamont the first thing 
tomorrow morning and talk the matter over 
with him. “Theré is no reason on earth,” 
said the Atlanta congressman, “why the 
department of the south should not be es- 
tablished with headquarters at Atlanta, and 
including such southefn states as Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Florida, 
Alabama, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi 
and Louisiana. There was formerly such 2 
department, and it should be re-established, 
I shall insist upon Secretary Lamont acting 
in this matte.. I believe he will do so. Of 
all the cabinet officers none is more kindly 
disposed towards recognizing the somth In 
everything than is Mr. Lamont. He is a 
proad-gauged, liberal-minded man, and I 
am sure will do what is-right and proper in 
the matter.”

“T say ‘supposed to be,’ But are\they go? 
Then why these gigantic furtunes piled up 
in a quarter of a.century devoted to the 
simple arts of avarice and peace and not 
svrollien by the spoils of war, with ‘captives 
chained to chariotwheels, and ransacked 
treasures and sequestered estates, and ali 
that made the wealth and glory of Roman 
conquest and British valor?

The Portent of the Situation. 

“We are told by ‘republican partisans 
that it is because the democrats have come 
into power.

thourh, if the convention had suspected 
that Mr. Cleveland had any hand in the 
original tariff plank, which it struck out, 
he would not have received one-third of 
its votes.

In short, in 
the most decisive, and, as far as anything 
in American politics can be solemn, in the 
most solemn—at least in the most serious 
way—the convention ended, as I hoped 
finally and forever, the long struggle be- 
tween the forces of light and darkness in 
the democratic party, by stamping out a 
double-tonzued assertion of its tariff policy, 
and inserting a declaration which no human 
being could misunderstand or misreport. 

“Randallism was dead—Carlisleism Was 
rampant. And with Cleveland for Moses— 
Cleveland, and his message of ‘°87—Cleve- 
land, as the democrats’ ideal of ‘ariff re- 
form—we wen: to the country. We met the 
onset of the republicans full in front. They 
made their fight directly on our tariff plank. 
They described it as a slip out of the con- 
federate constitution. They denounced it as 
Calhounism, redivivus. There was nothing 
that could be said df it, or of us, that they 
did not say. All the worn-out pleas of pro- 
tection, all the exploded shells of. sectional- 
ism, were thrown into the breach we had 
made in the wall of the Robber Castle.

“fT ask you, not merely as democrats, 
but as sensible men, was all this accom- 
plished, after years of discussion, merely 
to condone and’ conserve republican poli- 
cies,.or was its purpose to reverse these 
policies, and to set up-in rreom of ‘them 
democratic policies equally as dear and 
clear to the men who had fought and won 
the battle. 

The Moral of the Victory. 

‘‘Bither we were right or we were wrong. 
The vote of 1890, following the passage of 
the McKinley act, seemed to imaicate that 
the people thought that we were right.

If it 
Was not so, then somebody was most egre- 
giously deceived.

It is that as soon as one 
of these little great men gets into whac 
he thinks a big and a snug place that he 
casts about to see how he 
may keep it, and straightway he sets up 
for a little tin Jupiter, who knows more 
than anybody else. Then the people, finding 
him too great a man to be good for any- 
thing, turn about and turn him out, often 
in sheer perversity! Men of real genius, of 
real courage, of real conviction, of real 
inspiration, of real worth, do their duty 
first, and count the costs afterward. As 
@ consequence, the voters believe in them 
and follow them, even as they followed 
Clay through forty years of sun and 
shower; even as they followed Jackson 
through thirty years of storm and battle; 
even as they will follow you, if you dare 
to be as brave and honest as Jackson and 
Clay!”’ 

A Tariff for Revenue Only. 

“By the aid of the best experts and au- 
thorities I would get together all the need- 
ful statistical data. I would then “nd a 
clean sheet of paper. I would lay this on 
the table—not the little, round one, but the 
big, oblong table in the ways and means 
committee room. Then I would open the 
cupboard containing, among other perish- 
able contents, the McKinley bill. I would 
take this out—none too gently—and pitch 
it into the fire. Then I would draw upon 
my clean piece of paper these three lines.

If we 
could put. the two into one, Jackson would 
live again, I am giving the administration 
the most earnest and disinterested support, 
because I believe it is trying to do right, 
and because, in the main, my judgment ap- 
proves the fruits of its intention. 
My judgment does not approve 
the Wilson bill, either in method or in de- 
tail; but if it is the best that can be got out 
of congress, so be it. I shall say nothing, 
do nothing, to make its transit harder. It 
is, at least,ysome degrees better than the 
McKinley bill, since it proceeds upon the 
lower and not on the higher scale, and 
faces in the right direction.

“The robber barons know their business. 
They never go to sleep. They reli quish 
nothing. Their rapacity is insatiable. It 
was the history of the old slave power that 
the more it got the more it demanded. It 
might have had emancipation, and its grad- 
ual and peaceful elimination from the body 
corpcrate. It refused this, to end in blood 
and flame, carrying wi:s them vast losses 
and cruel hardships. Yet, in spite of the 
tenacity with which the southern people 
clung to slavery, going to war to defend 
and maintain it, the south would not. have 
it back. today on any terms. 

“Mr. Wilson’s moderate dose of revenue 
powders in protectionist capsules is rejected 
by the protectionists as vigorously as the 
slave owners rejected Mr. Clay’s suggestion 
of lancipation. Like the slave holders, 
the eaer barons yleld nothing. They will 
not Peform themselves or -onsént that any 
one shall reform them. The work must, 
therefore, be » done: :from without. It 
will never proceed from within. And when 
it is done, if it be “done by statesmen ahd 
not by the sword, the American manufact- 
urer ‘will rise like one who has been 
in chains, amazed, as the slave owner was, 
to find that the theory he cherished was a 
curse, and not a blessing. The Chinese wall 
removed, the world will be at his feet. 
Does national character count for nothing? 
Does a land teeming with original resources 
count for nothing? Are the creative en- 
ergies and inventive genius of a people who 
have reversed the feudal policies of the 
old world, to build a fabric in the new 
whose corner stone is competition and 
whore watch word is ‘freedom,’ 'to be ac- 
counted nothing? 

The Whys and Wherefores. 

“The cry of the poor goes up to God for 
work! But there is no work. Why? Because 
there is overproduction. Why? Because we 
can produce in nine months more than we 
consume in twelve. The remedy? More con- 
sumers; wider markets; freedom of trade 
with all mankind, Let us out of thi~ black 
hole of protectionism, wheré, with banks 
bursting with money and millionaires multi- 
plying by: hundreds,.men are starving by 
thousands, Let us out, out to the world, 
and,: with plants established, processes per- 
fected and cheapened, trademarks and pat- 
ents carrying all the protection that hon- 
esty ought to desire, and we can meet and 
beat all our commercial rivals—yea, Eng- 
land—in every neutral market, recovering 
those markets that geographically belong to 
us, but which have been stolen from us by 
our senseless policy of restriction. 

‘Fellow democrats, it is of the first im- 
portance for us to know, and to know as 
speedily .as possible, whether we have a 
democratic party, homogeneous and strong, 
as. in the day of the sage and hero, whose 
memory we celebrate this night—a party 
whose lines are laid in fixed principles—hon- 
est money, home rule and free trade—with 
power to compel discipline everywhere—or, 
whether we are a mere agglomeration of 
factions, thrown together by the upheaval 
of the times. My own effort is, and always 
shall be, for straight politics and square 
issues. I want to know a spade when I see 
it, and to call it a spade. I don’t want to 
deceive, to mislead anybody. I love no 
neighhor less because he does not agree 
with me. He may be right and I may be 
wrong. But let us at least’ be honest. Let 
us say what we mean and mean what we 
say. That is the road to good government. 
It is also the road to universal patriotism, 
which founded in free thought and free 
speech, and supported by the virtue and in- 
telligence of the people, is to precede that 
period of peace on earth, good will to men, 
to wi.vih the Christian world looks as confi- 
dently as to the coming of its Redeemer. I 
do not despair of its realization. I do not 
despair of the democratic party. The imme- 
diate outlook may not be all that we would 
have it; but the future is always ours. 
Let us cling to it. Let us fight for the best 
that it has to give.”

The statement of-the club which will be 
found below, was called forth by the fol- 
lowing letter from Attorney General Lamar, 
of Florida, to The Chicago Inter-Ocean and 
published in that paper this morning: 

“Office of Attorney General, Tallahassee, 
Fla., January 6, 1894.—Your favor of the 2d 
instant to hand. Therein y@i ¢equest that 
I give yeu some reliable intormation upon 
the probability of the Corbett-Mitcheil prize 
fight takrng place in Florida. You intimate 
that you desire this for the guidance of 
‘sports’ now looking toward this stale. 

“Governor Mitcheit has declared emphat- 
ically that he would use all the power at 
his command to prevent the Corbett-Mitch- 
ell fight. As you know him, and the ‘Old 
Hickor;’ qualities of the governor, this de- 
claration itself settles it that here will be no 
fight unless the prize tighters can, at the 
las moment, evade the authorities. 

“The 'aw in this state is ample to prevent 
the fight and punish the fighters, should 
they succeed tn having the mill. The goy- 
ernor is charged by the constitution with 
seeing that the laws are faithfully execut- 
ed, and in carrying out such command he 
can use thea civil and military authority of 
the state. If it becomes necessary he will 
use the latter. as well as the former; but at 
present I think he deems the civil authori- 
ties ample to cope with prize fighting.

SUICIDE OF DR. CENTER. 


He Worried Over his Business and 
Blew Out His Brains. 

Jacksonville, Fla., January 8.—Dr. George 
Center, a prominent physician of this coun- 
ty, COtumitted suicide at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing at his home on Cedar creek, six-miles 
from the city. Dr. Center has been a prac- 
ticing physician in this county for several 
years. His office was in the city up to a 
few months ago.. Business became so dull 
that he determined to move out to the coun- 
try place of his wife and raise tobacco. His 
crops were not a success and he became in- 
volved in debt and discouraged. 

The worry drove him to suicide. After 
eating breakfast the doctor walked out on 
the front porch of his residence and a few 
minutes after reaching there, blew out his 
brains. The doctor’s first wife died and ™e 
married, within three months, a Mrs. King. 
Mrs. King at the time of her marriage to 
Dr. Center had been out of the Georgia 
lunatic asy:um only a few months. Soon 
after her release from the asylum the un- 
fortunate woman gave a long story to the 
press relative to the unjustness of her in- 
earceration and the horrible way she was 
treated there. The story was reproduced in 
the Georgia papers and resulted in an in- 
vestigation by Governor Northen, the re- 
sult of which investigation was substan- 
tially a denial that Mrs. King had been 
treated badly. 

Mrs. Center is very eccentric in manner 
and speech and her story of the suicide and 
of the events immediately preceding it 
would be laughable but for the tragedy in- 
volved. She says ghe doctor rose in a 
cheerful mood and aided her to make her 
toilet. She says he assisted her to put on 
her stockings, remarking as he did so: 
“Here, dear, let me put on your ‘ittle stock- 
ings to keep your precious feet from the 
floor.”’ 

The following letter was left by the doc- 
tor for his wife: 

“January 8 1894.—My Own Lula: This 
farm life in Florida is too much of a drag 
for me; hence I leave you to get a better 
map for yourself. You are the best, purest 
and most noble woman I ever knew, and I 
am doing you a favor in going to the un- 
known, 86 that you will be free to enjoy 
life as you should. , Don’t shed a tear over 
me, for I am unworthy of your future at- 
tention. Don't expect to revive me by get- 
ting medical a for I will take enough 
opium to al.ay all pain and George’s pistol 
will do the final work. Adieu my best and 
only triend. GEORGE F. CENTER.” 

The coroner decided that no inquest was 
necessary. 


MRS. H. V. M. MILLER DEAD. 


This Noble Christian Woman Breathes 
Her Last Yesterday Morning. 

Mrs. H. V. M. Miller, the buloved wife of 
Atlanta's veteran physician, ex-senator and 
orator, passed quietly away at her resi- 
dence on Walton street, near the First Bap- 
tist church, yesterday morning at 4:30 
o'clock. 

Like the falling of an autumn leaf, touch- 
ed by the earliest breath of winter, and full 
of the garnered beauty of the summer days, 
the closing hours of Mrs. Miller’s life were 
Kindly ordered. She had reached the limit 
of nearly four score years, and after the 
cares of her long pilgrimage, and, by the 
side of her life’s companion, she was wait- 
ing serenely for the end. 

The immediate cause of her death was the 
influenza. This, allied with her advanced 
age and the infirmities incident to her pe- 
riod of life, hastened to bring about the 
sad end—sad to the many friends who 
moved about in the circle of her sweet in- 
fluence, but happy to her, who was ready 
for the summons and who found in death 
only the shining portals to the life elysian. 

Mrs. Miller, at the time of her death, was 
in the seventy-sixth year of her age. With 
her distinguished husbund she had been a 
resident or th‘'s city for many years. She 
was a noble woman, and one whose char- 
acter was fYadiunt with exelted piety. In 
all of her 4in.s andl undertakings she nad 
in view +..e service of her Master and the 
betterment of all her kind. In a word, she 
lived for the good that she could do, and, 
dying, she leaves behind her a record of 
unpublished deeds of charity that will make 
her memory sweet for all time with the 
richest perfume of the violet. 

Mrs. Miller was born in Pendleton dis- 
trict, South Carolina, in 1818. Her father 
was a son of William Clark, a revolution- 
fd soldier who fought with distinction at 
King’s mountain and afterwards married 
Elizabeth, a daughter of John Sevier, ~he 
hero of that day, and commander vf one of 
the columns in that battle. 

She married Doctor H: V. M. Miller at 
Cassville in’ 1836-an for fifty-seven years 
has been his devoted wife. Only one child 
blessed thear union, a daughter, who died 
when only nine years old. Since that time 
their lives have been occupied in kindness 
to others, and the friends who have gath- 
ered around them. in their troubles are wit- 
ness. to the gentleness they have shown. 

The funeral services occur at the resi- 
dence this afternoon at 4 o’clock. The in- 
terment wil] take place in Rome tomorrow, 
the funeral car going by the East Tennes- 
see road at 8 o'clock tomorrow morning.

HACON WATERWORKS 


The City Has a Fine Opportunity to 
Buy the Plant. 


SAID TO MAKE $80,000 CLEAR A YEAR 


An Election May Be Ordered to Decide 
the Question—Injunction Papers 
Are Being Prepared. 


Macon, Ga., January 8. —(Special.)—Will 
Macon have another election on the water- 
Works question? That seems to be the out- 
look now. Mayor Horne informed the city 
council at its meeting last Tuesday night 
that he would present an interesting com- 
munication on the waterworks subject at 
the next meeting of the council, which will 
be held tomorrow night. Mayor Horne has 
not yet stated what will be the nature of 
his communication. 

The waterworks company, however", ex- 
pects to petition council to order an elec- 
tion to decide whether or not the city of 
Macon shall buy the waterworks at $550.000, 
the price agreed on by selected arbitrators a 
few months ago, and, in the event couacil 
declines to order an election then the wa- 
terworks company will ask Judge Bartlett, 
of the superior court, to issue a mandamus 
requiring the council to order the ejection. 
Whether Mayor Horne’s communication will 
be in line with the above is. not publicly 
known. At the said election unless two- 
thirds of the registered voters of the city 
assent to the purchase of the waterworks at 
tne arbitrated price of $550,uul, the city can- 
not purchase at that figure. If the election 
is held there will be a hot and interesting 
contest, perhaps. There are some in the 
city who think that the city should own the 
waterworks even if it is necessary to pay 
$550,000; and then, there are others who be- 
lieve that the city should not give that 
price. 

The Law So Directs. 

Why should an election be held to decide 
whether or not the city shall pay $550,000? 
is a question now being asked. Because 
the law so directs. At the session of the 
legislature of 1891 a bill was passed in 
which it was stipulated that if the mayor 
and council and the waterworks company 
failed to agree on the price to be paid for 
the waterworks, then the price was to be 
fixed by disinterested arbitrators, two to 
be selected by each party and three to be 
chosen by those so selected and the decision 
of said arbitrators as to the price to be 
paid shall be final, and before said purchase 
shall be made the assent of two-thirds of 
the qualified voters of the city of Macon 
shall be obtained in the tanner now or 
which may hereafter be provided by lew, 
to the incurring of the indebtedness for the 
purchase of said waterworks.” In con- 
formity with the above provision of the 
law a board of arbitrators met and decided 
that the water works plant is worth $960,000. 
The cost of said arbitration to the water 
works company was $1,800. The company 
thinks it is entitled to have an election un- 
der the law, so the people can decide 
whether or not they wish to pay the 
price fixed by arbitration. 

Net Income of $30,000. 

The waterworks company says that the 

examination of its books by the 


per annum of the waterworks, above vuper- 
ating expenses, is $30,000, and, with such 
a showing of business as this, that the 
plant is worth $550,000. It is understood, 
however, that none of the local orbitrators 
examined the books, and that the examina- 
tion was made only by the foreign arbi- 
trators. In view of this, some of the alder- 
men have stated to the management of the 
company. that it would be proper for coun- 
cil to have an examination made of the 
books, if there is to be an election, to d@ 
termine if the city shall buy the water+ 
works. The management readily conserit- 
ed to this proposition, and said it would 
be glad for council to satisfy itself as to 
the amount of the net income of the com- 
pany. 
A Disturbing Element. 

The people of Macen are united in the 
belief that the city should own the water- 
works. They think that the public shovla 
not be dependent on a private corporation 
for its water supply. They are agreed on 
this proposition, and the only difference is, 
how much should be paid for the plant. 
The waterworks question has teen a dis- 
turbing element in business and politics for 
some time, and ought to be definitely set- 
tled one way or another. The company 
has a twenty-year contract with thé city, 
which must continue in operation ix the 
city does not purchase the plant.

NIGHT RIDERS ABROAD 


Deputy Marshal Ward Called to His 
Door. by Strangers. 


FORTY WHITE CAPS HOLD A MEETING 


They Were Evidently Bent on Some Dev- 
ilment, Which Timely Discovery Pre- 
vented—Believed to Be Moonshbiners.

The man went and de- 
livered the message. Bailey started back 
with the intention of assisting Ward, and 
discovered a party of men going to his 
house. They saw they were discovered and 
disappeared in the weeds. 

This morning two strangers who have 
been stopping at the Pritchard house were 
gone. They have been looked on with sus- 
picion. They had a pacKage with them that 
resembled dynamite. They were at the ho- 
tel a few minutes before Ward made his 
discovery, but have not been seen since. 
Their room was not occupied last night. 

It is said that a band of forty men on 
horseback met in a dark wooded place near 
here last night. This meeting place is half 
a mile from town and in the direction of 
the Wildcat still. Two horses were tracked 
to Bailey’s and the place where they were 
hitched was found. Opinions differ as to 
where this band came from. Some are of 
the opinion that they were citizens of this 
county, While others hold that they are not, 
but that they come from places trat have 
lately been raided by the officers. There are 
clues indicating that the two men at the 
Pritchard house were spies, and that the 
mounted men are the party which stole the 
stills last week out of the box car at @!al- 
houn.

What the Money Power Wants. 


It is worth while to observe that the 
organs and agencies representing the 
public sentiment of the east are not at 
all anxious to end the doubt and uncer- 
tainty occasioned by the delay in tariff 
legislation. They do not seem to be at 
all impressed by the difficulties that 
press upon the mercantile and manu- 
facturing interests of the country. 

On the contrary, if these organs and 
agencies are to be believed, they look 
upon the delay of the tariff bill and even 
the bill itself as a mere matter of moon- 
shine. In their view, it is not impor- 
tant at all. To their minds the doubt 
and uncertainty occasioned by delay in 
legislation is not worth wasting words 
on. 
When the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce met the other day, did it take ad- 
vantage of the occasion to urge prompt 
action with regard to the tariff? Far 
from it. The tariff was not of any im- 
portance at all. The delay in demo- 
cratic action was not werth eonsider- 
ing. Nevertheless, there was a very im- 
portant question to be considcred—im- 
portant, that is to say, to the moneyed 
interests of the east—and the New York 
Chamber of Commerce took hold of it 
with all the vigor and energy that en. 
thusiasm can impart to such an organij- 
gation. 

The great question—the important 
question—was the issue of bonds! 

And lest by some accident the attitude 
of the east should not be thoroughly un- 
derstood by congress, or by those who 
manipulate congressmen, The New York 
Financial Chronicle follows the matter 
up in its leading article. The esteemed 
editor of The Chronicle declares with an

well be left to the anxiety of 
have the bill in charge. 
“But”—and here the editor displays 
the indignation of a superior mind—“but 
we do criticise the utter disregard shown 
with reference to the growing weakness 
of the treasury situation, and think the 
criticism is not only invited Dut plainly 
due.” It seems, too, that the democrats 
in congress have been ‘bold enough ‘to 
sin in the light of knowledge. They 
knew exactly what the editor of The 
Financial Chronicle wanted, and still 
they have persisted in their wicked 
course. 

“We called attention to this matter 
last week,” says the editor, loftily, “and 
have ealled attention to it several times 
before.”’ Nevertheless, congress has reck- 
lessly refused to pay any attention to 
the editor’s warnings, and now, as a 
matter of course, the country is about to 
behold another terrible display of a 
“lack of confidence.” 

The sum and substance of the whole 
business is that the financial interests 
are engaged in campaigning for a bond 
issue, and we have no doubt that a most 
serious effort will be made in that di- 
rection. It will be made by the very 
same elements, the very same forces, 
that were conspicuous in violating the 
letter and spirit of the democratic plat- 
form by unconditionally repealing the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 

If a panie is necessary to popularize 
the ‘lemand for a bond issue, then a 
panie will be promptly forthcoming. In 
the very editorial in The Financial 
Chronicle from which we have quoted, 
the very grovndwork of the campaign is 
laid out. “To leave affairs to drift is 
to invite trouble,” says the esteemed 
editor of The Chronicle, “while to put 
$50,000,000 of borrowed money into the 
treasury would be more effective than 
any other single act in restoring counii- 
dence in financial circles at home and 
abroad.” 

There you are! There is your “lack 
of confidence” already preparing, and it 
will be delivered in job lots to suit con- 
gressmen and editors when the proper 
times arrives. It is probably not the 
same old “lack of confidence” that walk- 
ed the floor for editors and congressmen 
who wanted an excuse for violating the 
democratic platform in supporting the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
law. No doubt it will be a brand new 
“lack of confidence,” for the old one was 
walked and talked to death long before 
the Sherman law was repealed, | 

We mention these things pow in order 
to give our readers a slight peep behind 
the scenes—in order that they may see 
the searecrow before the straw is stuf- 
fed into it, and before its red tail is at- 
tached. It will appear promptly on the 
political stage whenever the eastern 
managers think the time is ripe, and it 
will open its cavernous mouth and wink 
its green eyes so naturally that the old 
ladies and gentlemen in the front row 
will think it is alive.

The Hawaiian Tangle. 
Our relations with Hawaii grow more 


complicated. The mischief done by our 
republican secretary of state seems to be 
irreparable, and every steamer from 
Honolulu brings us advices of an un- 
pleasant nature. 

It is peculiarly unfortunate that the 
head of the state department should be 
a republican, and it is also unfortunate 
that he should have been Mr. Harrison's 
political rival. Naturally, be was not 
prepared to fairly judge the foreign poll- 
cy of the outgoing president, and he em- 
braced the first opportunity to discredit 
it. 

We are beginning to see some of the 
fruits of mugwumpery and republican- 
ism when engrafted upon a democratic 
administration. The Hawaiian business 
is the most awkward and unnecessary 
tangle that our government ever got into 
at any time in its history.

Mr. Watterson’s Address. 

We present elsewhere a full report of 
Mr. Henry Watterson’s speech delivered 
last night before the Watterson Club of 
Louisville. In many respects it is an 
admirable address and in some respects 
it is a remarkable one. It is admirable 
in the aptness of its phrase, in its vigor- 
ous English, and in a certain strength 
and power of statement that belongs to 
Mr. Watterson. It is remarkable in the 
attack it makes on the Wilson tariff bill. 

We judge from Mr. Watterson’s re- 
marks that while he regards the Wilson 
bill as a makeshift and a manifest vio- 
lation of the democratic law and gospel, 
he is, nevertheless, willing to support 
it. His judgment does not approve the 
Wilson bill either in method or detail, 
but if it is the best that can be got out 
of congress, “so be it.” 

This seems to us to be the essence of 
conservatism, but if criticism is to hit 
so hard and conservatism is to make so 
big a jump, the query naturally arises, 
what efficacy is there in parties and 
what efficiency in party platforms? We 
have no doubt that Mr. Watterson’s “so 
be it.” fell with a dull thud on the lis- 
tening ears of his audience, for surely 
eriticism that does not tend to correction 
is worthless. 

Our commentvon Mr. Watterson’s ad- 
dress may be very briefly summed up, 
and it 1s this—that no man ought to ven- 
tyre to take the bull by the horns un- 


} less he is going to deal with the animal. 


The “so be it” of Mr. Watterson, if his 
premises are correct, is neither good pol- 
icy nor good democracy. The criticism 
that ends where Mr. Watterson’s does, 
simply disturbs the mind without satis- 
fying the iudgment. It is needless to 
sow the seeds of distrust without the 
promise of even a crop of ragweeds. 

Nevertheless we would not make too 
much of Mr. Watterson’s criticisms. He 
is &@ man of some bumor, and the ar- 
rangement of his views in cold and for- 
mal type does some injustice to his flex- 
ible nature. We appreciate his anxiety 
about “the democratic law and gospel,” 
but we remember that he promptly— 
nay, proudly—turned his back on the 
democratic platform when the repeal of 
the Sherman law was up for discussion. 
He turned his back on it and refused to 
recognize it, and shut his eyes and Kept 
them shut when any of the brethren 
shoved “the democratic law and gospel” 
upder his nose. 

If it is wise, and prudent, and desira- 
ble. to violate the democratic law and 
gospel in one particular, why not in all? 
Why should Mr. Watterson void his 
rheum at the financial pledge of the 
platform, and kneel with many genuflec- 
tions before the tariff pledge? This is 
what candid democrats will ask them- 
selves when they read Mr. Watterson’s 
address, and they are not likely to get 
any satisfactory answer. 

The difference between the Wilson bill 
and the Sherman repeal is that one is a 
conservative effort to carry out the plat- 
form demand, while the other was a di- 
rect violation of the platform, and be- 
came a law only by the aid of republi- 
can. votes. 
between the two. 

If the Wilson bill is undemocratic it 
is singular that all the protected inter- 
ests should be arrayed against it, and 
that all the influence of the eastern mon- 
ey power should be employed to defeat 
it. That would seem to settle the whole 
matter so far as the duty of democrats 
is concerned. The bill can be amended, 
it can even be remodeled, but it ought 
to be pushed. It ought to be carried 
straight through congress without any 
opposition on the part of any democrat. 
Local interests are less important, it 
seems to us, than the welfare of the 
country 4.ud the future of the country. 

We do not join heartily in Mr. Wat- 
terson’s “‘so be it.” If we thought the 
Wilson bill to be essentially undemo- 
eratic, we should oppose it as we op- 
posed the Sherman repeal when the fact 
was made known that unconditional re- 
peal and the single gold standard was 
the sole end and aim of the interests be- 
hind that measure. We should oppose it 
and’ expose it, and thereby do our duty 
to our conscience and our readers. But 
the bill is as essentially democratic as 
any experimental measure dealing with 
such vast interests can be. It is a step 
forward, and that is something. 

Mr. Watterson says that if Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Carlisle could be united 
into one, we should have a man like 
Andrew Jackson. But the melting pro- 
eess has actually taken place, and Mr. 
Cleveland is still there serene and undis- 
turbed. The Carlisle who sat in the 
house and in the senate and warned the 
people that the demonetization of silver 
would cause more suffering than war, 
pestilence or famine, is assuredly not 
the Carlisle who lauds gold monometal- 
lism and declares that he don’t know 
what bimetallism means. That Carlisle 
is simply the residue left over after the 
melting process has been concluded. 


Too Much Mystery. 

From time to time our Washington 
dispatches inform us that some import- 
ant home or foreign matter is involved 
in the deepest mystery, and,that the of- 
ficiaid are very reticent, and will answer 
no questions. 


In a government of the people we do | 


not need a mysterious star chamber pvl- 
icy. It would have been better for all 


concerned if nothing had been concealed | 
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announced its financial 
back as last March. — 

| Mystery means uncertainty, and un- 
certainty is the worst tax that could op- 
press our business interests. Mystery 
has intensified and prolonged our de- 
pression. It has arrested progress and 
terrorized capital, and it has com*uitted 
our government to an indefensible -posi- 
tion in regard to Hawaii. 


There is no reason why the president 


‘and his cabinet officials should hold back 
the facts or their opinions when the peo- 
ple desire legitimate information con- 
cerning public affairs. Mystery, uncer- 
tainty and delay are altogether unjusti- 
fiable at a time when 65,000,000 people 
are waiting to ascertain the policy of a 
victorious party which took possession 
of every branch of the government ten 
months ago. 

If this mistaken policy injures the 
commercial and industrial interests of 
the republic, it is easy to see that it must 
also injure the democratic party. What 
shall we say to the voters in the doubt- 
ful states when they ask why we have 
not redeemed the pledges of our plat- 
form? What shall we say to the waver- 
ing democrats who are thinking of goimg 
into the third party? 

These are pertinent questions. ‘Vhen 
an' impatient people have waited .<v 
months for results they will not be sat- 
isfied with mysterious silence or with 
the admonition to wait a little lounger. 

It is useless to disguise the necessity 
of prompt action by congress along cer- 
tain definite lines. There has been am- 
ple time to formulate policies and meas- 
ures, and it is absurd to suppose that 
the democratic majority cannot get to- 
gether and move forward without being 
obstructed or hampered by the republi- 
cans. It is time to get together, give 
our platform another reading, and then 
go to work to redeem its pledges. There 
should be no further mystery and delay 
about the business of the American 
people.

FIRST CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE FUND 


They Came Unsolicited ~-An Important 
Meeting of tbe Board Was Held Yes- 
terday— Work That Was Done. 


The exposition has taken another big 
stride forward. 

At its meeting yesterday afternoon the 
committee elected permanent officers and 
transacted a great dea! of business of in- 
terest and importance to Atlanta’s big pro- 
ject. ; 

The full list of officers as reported by the 
committee on permanent organization was 
unanimous_y adopted and that included— 

Judge Howard Palmer for director gen- 


eral. 

That position, as is well Known, is the 
executive position in an enterprise of this 
kind, the position which, it is no exaggera- 
ton to say is of more vital importance to 
the success of the exposition than any other 
one office. It went to Judge Palmer abso- 
lutely unsought and absolutely unanimous. 
The committee on organization canvassed 
the entire field of possibilities and came 
to the conclusion that, without disparaging 
the other members who had been suggested, 
Judge Palmer was the best possible man 
for the place. He ha great executive abili- 
ty, is a practical business man, as well as 
an ab:e lawyer, has youth and enthusiasm 
and energy and his whole heart is in this 
work. It was a high compliment to Judge 
Palmer, and is one which will unquestion- 
ably prove itself well bestowed. 

The Meeting Called to Order. 

There was a full committee present when 
the meeting was called to order by Presi- 
dent Hemphill in the handsome new quar- 
ters on the second floor of The Constitu- 
tion building. 

Among the new members of the com- 
mittee who were present for the first time 
were Messrs, B. F. Walker,, Joseph Thomp- 
son and Grant Wilkins. Captain English 
sent a note that it was impossibl2 for him 
to come on account of the meeting of the 
po.ice committee and Dr. Spalding sent 
word that he woud necessarily be out 
of the city.

Woman's Part of the Work. 

“That subscription from Mrs. Lanier,” 
continued Mr. Howell, “brings up the sub- 
ject of women and the part they are to 
play in this exposition, Inasmuch as the 
committee on organization asks that the 
board take up the matter of appointing the 
lady managers, I move that the chair ap- 
point a: committee of five ladies to name 
twenty others, this twenty-five to form the 
board of lady managers and to have charge 
of that feature of the work.”’ 

This motion was unanimously adopted 
and President Hemph.ll appointed as that 
committee Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon, Mrs. 8. 
M. Inman, Mrs. R. 8S. Bafrett, Mrs. W. C. 
Lanier and Mrs. W. H. Felton. 

The Director General Introduced. 

Mr. Harrison, as a committee of one, 
was sent out to find Judge Palmer and 
bring him in the room. As he came in 
President Hemphill said: “It gives tne 
very sincere pleasure to announce to you, 
Judge Palmer, that you have been elected 
to the position of director general of this 
exposition.” 

‘Mr. President and gentlemen,” said 
Judge Palmer, ‘‘you don’t know how I feel. 
I can only say that I appreciate the com- 
pliment you have paid me in no idle sense. 
As an expression of confidence from you, 
gentlemen, the leading men of Atlanta, 
I value this more highly than any-hing 
that may come as a result of the exposi- 
tion. I may say with all truth that, though 
my heart and soul have been in this move- 
ment from the first, I have not at any time 
even suggested to any one that I be ap- 
pointed on any committee or to any posi- 
tion in connection with this work. You tell 
me I was elected unanimously. I want to 
talk frankly to you and freely, because I 
want to know just where I stand before I 
am able to accept the position you have 
tendered me or not. I want to ask you 
what you mean by director general and I 
want to know whether, from each of you 
individually and collectively, 1 can expect 
to receive absolute, cordial, unremitting 
and loyal support. It will take just that 
sort of support from every man to make 
this thing a success. Do I have that from 
all of you?’ 

There were voices from all sides, “You 
have, you have!’ 

“Do you promise to stand by me and 
give me your hearty co-operation? I ask 
this because it will we absolutely impossi- 
ble for me to do anything unless you are 
right. with me. Atlanta has never yet 
known what a backward step meant. It can 
lead a charge to prosperity thct all the 
world will look at and wonder at. In the 
bright lexicon of Atlanta’s history there 
has been no such word as fail. Now, we 
can’t build an exposition unless we have 
money and unless we have hearty, enthusi- 
astic support from all the citizens. As I 
understand from your expressions, this 
committee pledges itself to be as one per- 
son with me in this work, advising .me, 
helping me in every way possible and with 
that understanding I pledge you myself 
whatever talents I may have, whatever en- 
ergy I may have to work heart and soul 
all the time for the success of this enter- 
prise. I feel confident that with such co- 
operation and with such aid we 
can make this exposition the 
grand success that we  yropose it 
shall be, that it will attract to us citizens, 
money and business from all parts of the 
country and the globe and that Atlanta 
will feel the impulse from now on. I have 
taken up your time with these remarks be- 
cause I wan't it clearly understood the re- 
lationship we bear one to the other, I don’t 
propose to take up the time hereafter in 
talk. Accepting this trust 1 accept it with 
an idea of earnest, honest, unremitting 
work. We have got to lay our plans and 
work all the time. I believe you wentiermen 
are all of you thoroughly in earnest in this 
enterprise, and believing that you are and 
that you will stand by me in all we have 
to do I accept this position. Again I want 
to thank you for the mark of confidence 
you have paid me, which I appreciate most 
heartily.” 

These remarks were warmly applauded. 
Then Mr. Oglesby rose and said: 

‘‘Perhaps it is not out of place to tell you 
that the committee thoroughly investigated 
the qualifications of the gentlemen whorn 
we sugrested for the position and that we 
discussed Mr. Palmer, his virtues and his 
faults in the freest manner and came to the 
determination that there was no man we 
knew that we could entrust the work we 
have placed in his hands.

That James Corbett was in the: city was a 
fact asserted by people who ha d-seen him, 
and who recognized him from’ the various 
newspaper cuts that had been used in con- 
nection with his fight with Sull ivan and the 
anticipated contest with Mitch el. A young 
man, of sporting appearance,’ who is con- 
nected with a @ye house @na Whitehall 
street, said that he had seen’ Corbett—that 
the doughty champion had c ome into his 
shop to have a couple of butt ons sewed on 
his coat. 

This was not a chance to lose; and The 
Constitution reporter, who had never seen 
the fighting champion in flesh:, felt that it 
was the opportunity of a life+ ‘ime to shake 
him by the hand -and-at the same time 
scoop the sporting editor in his own terri- 
tory. The young man in the: tailor shop 
was sure, very sure—sure evaja to absolute 
certainty—that it was Corbett he had seen, ,

PARDONS AND REFUSALS. 


ee } 
Governor Northen Disposes of a Num- 
ber of Applications for Clemency. 

George W. Clary, who has served nearly 
three years of a ten-year sentence for man- 
slaughter, imposed by the judge of the su- 
perior court, sitting in Screven county, has 
been pardoned. Clasy was cenvicted of man- 
slaughter. The governor issued an order 
for pardon in his case yesterday, reciting 
that new evidence in the case shows that 
Clary had ndt anticipated any trouble with 
the man whom he killed and probably was 
not the aggressor. His prayer for pardon 
was strongly endorsed. The jurors who tried 
the case, the grand jury at two different 
terms and the legislative commiftee ap- 
pointed to inspect the penitentiary,. urged 
clemency in his behalf. 

May Have Suffered Wrongtally. . 

Elbert Ramsey and Ed Marion, who wete 
convicted of the crime of assault with fs 
tent to murder in Muscogee county, in 1891, 
and sentenced to eight years each, have 
been pardoned by the governor. Newly dis- 
covered evidence shows that the main wit- 
ness, whose testimony convicted these men, 
swore falsely, and the application for par- 
don is endorsed by judge, solicitor and jury. 
These officials state that the men may have 
been cenvicted wrongfully,.and may .be in- 
nocent of the crime for which they have 
suffered punishment. 

Anthony Davis, conviéted of assault with 
intent to murder, in Liberty county, in 1893, 
has been held wrongfully in prison, and his 
prompt discharge is ordered by the gov- 
ernor. It is shown that in his case a mo- 
tion for a new trial was made and subse- 
quently granted, and upon investigation the 
inaictment was dismissed and’ the prosecu- 
tion abandoned. » 

Has Been Sufficiently Punished. 

West Brown was indicted in 1891, in Cal- 
houn superior court, for assault with in- 
tent to murder, pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to three years in the penitentiary. 
His conduct has been good: and the’ term 
of sentence is almost completed. The pros- 
ecutor, solicitor and presiding fudge now 
recommend that. Brown be pardoned—that 
he has been sufficiently punished and that 
it now appears that he was not the agegres- 
sor at the time of the shooting and his ac- 
tion was not without strong provocation, 

A Cobb County Man. 

A. J.- Varner, of Cobb connty, is set at 
liberty after six years in the penitentiary 
as the result of pleading guilty to the crime 
of simple larceny.-It is shown that his mind 
was impaired, and it is believed that he was 
induced by others to commit the crime. He 
was sentenced to ten years in the peniten- 
tiary, and has served six,

Lit and James Florence, convicted of tres- 
pass, in PolkK-superior court, in August, 1893, 
and sentenced to twelve months: 

William Calhoun, convicted of larceny, in 
Bibb county, in two cases, 

Duncan and John Howard, convicted in 
Cobb county, in 1891, and sentenced fox 
three years for breaking into and steal- 
ing from a railroad car.

from severing it from the realty, removing 
it to the place of use or sale, and putting it 
in condition to be used or sold. 

2. Timber injured by the fire but not de- 
stroyed, is t#® be dealt with on the same 
basis, to the extent of the difference be- 
tween its value as it was before tho fire 
a..d as the fire left it. 

3. For leaves and trash which the fire 
consumed, there coyld be a recovery to 
the extent that the owner could have used 
or disposed of the same in supplying any 
demand then existing or near at hand, the 
measure being the value of the raw material 
as it lay on the ground, not including in

1. Negligence relatively to the safety of 
any particular person is the breach of some 
diligence due to that person. Where nv 
duty of diligence appears relatively to the 
person injured, there can be no presumption 
of its breach, notwithstanding the broad 
language of section 3033 of the code. That 
section imposes the burden of proving the 
observance of such diligence as was due, 
not the burden of proving that none was 
due. For a railroad company to be exempt 
from liabllity for a personal injury done by 
the running of its locomotives or cars, it is 
only necessary for it and its agents to ex- 
ercis. all ordinary and reasonable care and 
diligence «tf any) due frora it and its agents 
relatively to the person injured. A failure 
of diligence by these agents towards the 
company, unless that failure also involves 
negligence as between the company and 
such person, will afford the latter no 
cause of action, and in case of his death 
from the injury, would be no cause of action 
in favor of any person legally interested in 
his life. 

2. Relatively to persons casually near the 
margin, but outside, of a railroad company’s 
track in the country, where there is no road 
or pathway in customary use of pedestrians, 
the company owes no duty or diligence in 
respect to the speed of its trains; and if, in 
consequence of very high speed, a train, or 
some of the cars, leave the track, and there- 
by a person thus casually exposed be 
wounded or killed, there is no cause of ac- 
tion, in the absence of evidence disclosing 
that there was reason for anticipating the 
presence of some one near the line of the 
road at the scene of the accident, or that 
the servants of the company in charge of 
the train actually saw some person there 
before the derailment occurred,

And to Enlarge the Courthouse—The Mem- 
bers of the Commission Talk in 
Favor of the W ork. 


The coming election for county bonds is 
attracting the attention of the voters of 
Fulton county. 

And the present indications are that when 
the election takes place next Thursday 
a full vote will be polled and that 
the bends will be carried by a good ma- 
jority. 

Every member of the county commis- 
sion is working hard for the tosuance of 
the bonds, though the members are not 
all alike as to what amount of bonds 
should be issued. While ali are wedded to 
the issuance of the $200,000, one or two mem- 
bers of the board regret that the amount 
could not have been $600,000, the sum or- 
dered by the commission before the last 
election. 

It is not only the members of the com- 
mission who wemt the bonds voted, but it 
is the best and leading peoy’e of the city, 
those who pay taxes heavily and the most 
prosperous and successful fe"mers in the 
county who want the bonds Voted so that 
the county may provide a new jail for the 
criminals and a new..courthouse where 
justice may be meted out. During the day 
yesterday quite a number of Atlantians 
expressed themselves on ‘he question and 
among the number were members of the 
board of county commission. Hon. C. A. 
Collier, president of the board, is one of 
the warmest and most ardent advocates 
of the bonds and declares that the people 
of Atlanta will make a great. mistake if 
the bonds are not ordered when the elec- 
tion takes place Thursday. Mr. Collier has 
no idea, however that the bonds will not be 
voted by a large and healthy majority, as 
he expresses it. 

“Of course, I’m in favor of the bonds,” 
said Mr, Collier yesterday, “‘and shall do 
everything In my power to see that they 
go through all right. That the county 
needs a new jail and at least an addition 
to the ‘courthouse no one will doubt for a 
minute and every one should come out and 
vote for the bonds. It seems to me that 
every public-spirited man should feel the 
same way and that he should vote for the 
bonds, as they all know that the improve- 
ments are needed, I wish, however, it was 
@ new courthouse we were going to build 
instead of enlarging the old one. Some peo- 
ple have an idea that it will’ inerease the 
rate of taxation, but nothing was ever 
further from right than that. It will not 
increase the rate and a study of the situ- 
ation as presented by Mr. Cooper, clerk 
to the «q umission, will show that fact con- 
clusively. Now we want the bonds be- 
cause the county needs the improvements 
for which the money is to be spent, and 
the sooner we get them the better off we 
will be.” 

“I shall vote for the $200,000 of bonds,” 
said Mr. Hunnicutt, ex-chairmen of the 
cemmission, ‘‘and shall do all in my power 
to see that the bondr carry. However, 
those bonds will not do half £ want done. I 
suppose that my position is pretty well 
known. My vote is recorded on the min 
utes as being opposed to repairs of any Kind 
to the courthouse. This county is entitled 
to a new courthouse, on a-new location, 
at a cost of not less than $500,000. I am in 
favor of issuing bonds to any reasonable 
amount to build a new jail, at once, to 
cost no less than $100,000. Tax rates will 
not be increased by the present board; and, 
if they are ever increase ,the increase. will 
be very slight.’’ aun 

“We shall issué the bonds,”’ said Dr. Pox, 
postmaster, “and make the needed iunprove- 
ments; and in making these improvements 
help those who are eut.of employmect, 
br’. giving them work to do. The work of 
building a new jail and: adding to the court 
houwe should be put into .the hands of 
our own people, and not be given to coei- 
tractors outside this state; therefore, 1 
Say, again, let us have the bonds.”’ 

“I am in favor of the bonds,” said Mr. 
Thompson, of the commission, “and I wish 
I had time to express my reasons for my 
position. I do not believe that the taxes will 
be increased, and that the -people should 
vote for the issuance of the bonds.”’ 

“If it is necessary,” said Mr. Paul Ro- 
mare,’ “‘to issue bonds in order to enlarge 
the courthouse and build a new jail—and I 
believe that it 1s necessary—then, I am in 
favor of the measure. I have no doubt of 
the advisability of this step by the people, 
and I do not think that the tax rate will 
be increased if bonds are issued.” §-.- 

‘T am heartily in faver of the bonds,” 
said Mr. E. P, Chamberlin, ‘‘and I feel sure 
that the tax rate will not be increased. 
We need a new jail and a large courthouse, 
and there are many poor persons in this 
county who are sadly in need of employ- 
ment. Let us issué the bonds and give to 
the poor the difference between the interest 
on the bonds and the amount saved after 
paying for the buildings.’ 

“I-do not think that tax rates will be 
raised,” said Mr. Dan Rich, “if the bonds 
are tssued, and I think they should be is- 
sued; for, in -the first place, Fulton county 
should have buildings that will do her 
credit; and, in the next place, employment 
will thus bé furnished many citizens, wh 
are now out of employment.” a 
~“T am in favor:of the bonds,” said Mr. 
R. E. O’Donnolly. “Issue them by § all 
means,” 

. “I am,” Dr. Elkin said, .“‘in favor of the 
bonds. and I hope the people, by their votes 
will Qu the right thing—as I believe they 
will—and tssue bonds. I do not think that 
the tax rate will be increased in any way.” 

“Right at this time,” Mr. ‘Haas said, 
“when we can help. those who need help, 
we should do so, and many would be given 
work, were_we to do the right thing, and 
issue the bonds, The jail is much too small, 
and is unfitt or the purposes it is made 
to serve. A new jail should be built, by all 
means; and, as foK the courthouse, why it 
is a disgrace for thig rich and prosperous 
city to claim so small place for the trans- 
action of her legal affairs.”’

Early Saturday afternoon @ 
line was formed, as has been already re- 
lated, mainly composed of negro boys who 
were put there to hold their places. 

This crowd increased to such proportions 
that, on Sunday, the police were obliged 
to disperse it to clear the sidewalk ‘for 
church-gvers.

E. W. Jackson, the Typewriter Man, 
Given a Hearing Yesterday. 


writer fame, who has led a migratory. hfe, 
and whg, according ‘to the evidence brought 
out against him, has used a multitude of 
names, was given a preliminary hearing 
before Commissioner Broyles yesterday af- 
ternoon. . . ;

He 
had written to a firm’ in Atlanta, using the 
signature of Palmer Bros., and had re- 
ceived from the firm a ‘typewriter. When 
investigation was made it was found that 
no such firm as Palmer Bros. did business 
in Dalton, Ga. 

Later on, according to the evidence, the 
same man turned up in Athens, Ga., under 
the name of E. W. Jackson: The same type- 
writer received from the Atlanta firm, and 
which had been shipped to Palmer Bros., 
Daiton, Ga., was found to be in his posses- 
sion. The scheme of Jackson, as disclosed 
by the testimony, was to get a number of 
typewriters in his control, by shifting -his 
abode from place to place and using a num- 
ber of fictitious names, and then shove the 


into his pocket. 
_In his hasty effort to geg rich, however, 
he was suddenly brought tv a halt by the 
discovery of his little game. In the trial 
before the commissioner yesterday after- 
noon several witnesses identified him as 
having answered to the name of E. W. 
Jackson, of Athens, Ga., while several oth- 
ers testified that he was the same man 
known as E, L. Palmer, of Dalton, Ga. 

After Hearing all of the testimony in the 
case, the commissioner: thought it was best 
to put the prisoner under a $1,000 bond, and 
the case accordingly took that direction. 

In lieu of giving the bond yesterday af- 
ternoon the defendant was committed to 
the Fulton county jail.

| JUDGE DON PARDEE IS IN THE CITY 


The Lovg Deferred Trial Will Now Begin. 
A Panel of Sixty Jurors Has 
Been Summoned. 


This morning at 10 o’clock the long-de- 
ferred trial of Lewis Redwine, for alleged 
embezzlement of the funds of the Gate City 
National bank, will be called in the circuit 
court of the United States, Judge Don A. 
Pardee, of New Orleans, presiding. 

Judge Pardee arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
morning and is domiciled at the residence 
of Colonel A. E. Buck, in this city: 

Having come all the way from New Or- 
leans for the purpose of trying the case, it 
is thought that a motion will have to be 
very strongly based on the law in order to 
operate as a barrier to the progress of the 
trial. 

The attorneys for Lewis Redwine are 
Messrs. N. J. and T. A. Hammond and Mr. 
Tom Corrigan. 

Colonel Joe James, the district attorney, 
assisted by Captain Harry Jackson, will 
appear for the prosecution. 

As to what turn may be given to the case 
by circumstances cannot, at this time, be 
foreshadowed. The attorneys on both sides 
are keeping their own counsel, and any 
statement advanced as to the direction -he 
ccse may take today would be purely a 
matter of speculation. 

It is understood that both sides are ready 
for the trial to proceed. 

Nearly a year has passed since the al- 
leged crime was committed, and, without 
rehearsing the story, which has already 
been frequently reviewed, it is sufficient to 
state that all of the facts in the case will 
make their appearance at the proper time 
in the testimony as the case will develop on 
the witness stand. 

A panel of sixty jurors has been sum- 
moned and all of these will be on hand this 
morning when the case is calied. The ju- 
rors selected for this purpose, and from 
which number the twelve men who will sit 
in judgment upon Lewis Redwine will be 
chosen, represent every part of the north- 
ern district, and, in this respect, the panel 
is, geographically, well distributed. 

All of the witnesses have been summoned 
on both sides of the case, and if the case 
begins today the examination of these wit- 
nesses will be a long continued story. 

For several davs Redwine has been com- 
plaining of the rheumatism. This, howev- 
er, in all probability, will not prevent him 
from appearing in court this morning. 

The father of the defendant, Dr. C. kL. 
Redwine, is also quite ill at his residence 
on Jackson street, and may not be able to 
attend the trial. Dr. Redwine, however, 
is not a material witness aad his absence 
would cause no substantial alteration in the 
testimony. 

From the present outlook it is more than 
likely that the trial of the case will begin 
in earnest this morning.
